K-State 
student 
diagnosed 
with TB

A K-State student has recently 
been admitted to Mercy Regional 
Health Center for multi-drug re- 
sistant tuberculosis. 

Dr. Robert Tackett, medical di- 
rector of Lafene Health Center, 
said the student was not found 
to be contagious on first exam- 
ination. However, Tackett said 
Lafene and Mercy are being cau- 
tious with the case. 

He said students who might 
have had close contact with 
the student are being contacted 
and evaluated for free by local 
health officials. 

The student's name and gen- 
der were not released for priva- 
cy purposes. 

Tackett said only about 10 per- 
cent of individuals with tubercu- 
losis actually get sick enough to 
require treatment because their 
immune systems are usually able 
to keep the disease under control. 
However, in rare cases, they can 
require treatment. 

The disease is usually treat- 
able by modern medicine, even 
in drug-resistant cases. These pa- 
tients sometimes require slightly 
more long-term treatment, lasting 
between nine and 12 months, ac- 
cording to the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention's Web 
site, CDC.gov. 

Tuberculosis spreads through 
the air by coughing, laughing, 
singing and sneezing, according to 
a K-State news release. 

In the news release, Tackett said 
the only way to develop a tuber- 
culosis infection is by prolonged 
close contact: several hours a day 
for several days, in a small con- 
fined area and in very close prox- 
imity to a person who has an ac- 
tive case. 

The disease cannot be spread 
by contact with someone's cloth- 
ing or eating utensils. 

Symptoms include a cough that 
persists longer than three weeks, 
unexplained weight loss, night 
sweats, chills, fever, coughing 
blood, fatigue and/or blood in the 
urine, according to the CDC. 



USDA 
confirms 
H1N1 in 
U.S. Pig

A Minnesota show-pig test- 
ed positive for a recent strain 
of the H1N1 flu virus, the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture an- 
nounced Monday. 

The department said the infec- 
tion was found in a pig from the 
Minnesota State Fair and does 
not indicate infection of com- 
mercial swine. 

The virus, officially known as 
Influenza A (H1N1), has been 
found in pigs in several other 
countries, but until now no cas- 
es in the United States had been 
confirmed. 

The H1N1 virus was com- 
monly referred to as the "swine 
flu" earlier this year, which 
caused a wide-spread miscon- 
ception that the virus originated 
from swine. Researchers, how- 
ever, have not found the actual 
origin of the virus. 

Richard Hesse, director of di- 
agnostic virology at K-State, said 
this strain is what is referred to as 
a triple-reassortant, meaning the 
virus has genes of human, avian 
and swine origin. 

"Pigs have caught a bad rap on

Manhattan Tech to offer NBAF training

Manhattan Area Technical 
College has received a $29,000 
grant from the Kansas Depart- 
ment of Commerce to start a new 
entry-level certification program 
at the school. 

The program will work to cer- 
tify interested Manhattan citi- 
zens with academic degrees so 
they can move straight into the 
fields of biological and agricul- 
tural research. 

Tom Thornton, president of 
the Kansas Bioscience Authority, 
said the program is a "great idea" 
because it will allow the Nation- 
al Bio-Agro Defense Facility lo- 
cal access to lower-level techni- 
cians and new employees. 



Thornton said the new pro- 
gram should help Manhattan 
recruit companies related to 
NBAF by providing a steady 
supply of employees for poten- 
tial employers. 

"Industry, in general, will feel 
the impact of this," Thornton 
said. "But I think this will also 
be a great benefit to the NBAF 
as well." 

Sally Vonada, director of 
workforce development at the 
technical college, said the new 
certification program will go to- 
ward the college's goal of creat- 
ing a field of study based on spe- 
cific career paths. 

"We're trying to be proac- 
tive," Vonada said. "Part of our 
mission is to meet the growing 
needs of the workforce in the 



region, and as a smaller college 
and technical college, we have 
some advantage there because 
we can develop new training 
rather quickly compared to, 
say, K-State." 

Vonada said the new pro- 
grams of study at the technical 
college will allow the school to 
start graduating students into 
the workforce by the time NBAF 
is scheduled to arrive in 2015. 
She also said a few of the pos- 
sible 100 NBAF-related com- 
panies interested in locating to 
Manhattan already have decid- 
ed to do so. 

Discussion concerning a pos- 
sible partnership between In- 
state and the technical college is 
in the early stages, Vonada said. 
If established, she said she hopes 



there will be some sharing of fa- 
cilities among the schools. 

Barb Wenger, coordinator for 
the Allied Health Distance Ed- 
ucation Center at the techni- 
cal college, said she believes the 
new program will be an asset to 
K-State students because it will 
allow those with degrees in pro- 
grams like chemistry or biolo- 
gy to also receive more specif- 
ic training and have more lab- 
based experience in classes. 

Wenger said the program will 
allow students with degrees 
from universities outside of In- 
state to also receive training in 
these fields. 

"This is going to be a really big 
deal," Thornton said, "not just 
for greater Manhattan, but for 
NBAF as well."

SGA passes election changes 
after months of effort

The Student Governing Associa- 
tion managed to pass election chang- 
es during Thursday's meeting. The 
Senate, along with the Senate Oper- 
ations Committee, had been work- 
ing on the bills since the beginning 
of the semester. 

A revision to the SGA bylaws re- 
moved the Elections Review Com- 
mittee. This committee had previous- 
ly overseen the the elections com- 
missioner during SGA elections. 

According to Joe Norris, student 
senator in pre-law and civil engi- 
neering, it became difficult to recruit 
students to fill the five chairs of the 
review committee. By removing the 
committee, the appeal process has 
been reduced from over 10 days to 
four days. 

When the bills were brought to the 
senate floor on Oct. 15 for a vote, 
senators noticed there was no way to 
remove the commissioner. The oper- 
ations committee added a provision 
at this week's committee meeting to 
remedy the problem. 

"We did add the two-thirds vote 
[provision]," Norris said. "It's just 
another check on the commission- 
er." 

The three heads of the student 
senate - speaker of the senate, presi- 
dent and attorney general - have the 
authority to motion for the removal 



of the elections commissioner. How- 
ever, for the motion to pass, it must 
be unanimous among the three. 

Furthermore, any member of the 
senate may motion to remove the 
senator. Following the motion, a 
two-thirds majority of the senate 
would be required for it to pass. 

There was opposition to the bill 
as it was reintroduced to the senate. 
Prior to the first vote, the senate was 
split on the removal of the elections 
committee. 

"I thought [the referral back to 
committee] would be an opportunity 
to find middle ground," said George 
Weston, graduate student senator in 
public administration. "But instead 
we have the exact same bill coming 
back." 

Despite the fact that only minimal 
changes were made, the bill passed 
along with the statutes amendment. 

"Hopefully this will be a better 
and more efficient process for the 
election procedures," Norris said. 

A proposed city-wide ban on cell- 
phones while driving was also men- 
tioned at the meeting. Danny Unruh, 
student senator in elementary edu- 
cation, has followed the issue and 
noted that the plan is currently in 
limbo. 

"If you have strong feelings about 
it, I encourage you to come join us 
when that comes back up," Unruh 
said, inviting senators to become ac- 
tive on the issue.

Joining military not a choice for some

It bothers me when I hear people 
speak badly about U.S. soldiers. Partic- 
ularly ones who suf- 
fer from post-traumatic 
stress disorder or even 
have suicidal thoughts 
as a result of their ser- 
vice. The usual argu- 
ment I hear is some- 
thing like, "They knew 
what they were getting 
into when they signed 
up. They didn't have to 
join the military. They 
weren't drafted." 

True, there is no 
draft. People have a 
choice. 

Or do they? I'm sure that, for a great 
many soldiers, their reasons for signing 
up were patriotic. But for many more 
soldiers, I believe what ran through 
their minds was not the choices they 
had, but the ones they lacked. 

I read an article the other day about a 
man named Bill Caudle who joined the 
Army at the age of 39, the age at which 
most soldiers prepare to retire from 
their military careers. 

Caudle's primary reasons for enlist- 
ing were desperate ones. He had lost 
his job some number of months ago 
and his wife was recently diagnosed 
with cancer. As the medical bills began 
to pile up, Caudle's quest to find a job 
became more and more dire. No one 
was hiring, though. Instead, there were 
more layoffs. 

Eventually, he came to the conclusion 
that the only way to make sure his wife 
got the care she needed without bank- 
rupting the family was to give himself to 
dear old Uncle Sam for a few years. His 
wife will be taken care of, but Bill Cau- 
dle will see very little of his family for 
the next four years. 

This is not an unusual case. I attend- 
ed a branch of Barton County Commu- 
nity College in Fort Riley for some time 
in 2002. One of my classmates was in 
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his early to mid-30s and had recent- 
ly joined the Army because his young 
daughter had been diagnosed with some 
sort of terrible, chronic disease that 
would cost a significant amount of mon- 
ey for the rest of her life. Unfortunate- 
ly, I can't be more specific, but this was 
seven years ago and memories are prone 
to fade. 

The economy was fine back then, but 
this guy's job options were still limited. 
He didn't have a college degree, didn't 
make enough money to pay the medical 
bills and didn't have good enough insur- 
ance to help. 

What's a good father to do? He 
joined the Army. BAM! His daughter 
was covered and he was taking advan- 
tage of free college classes so that, when 
he left the Army, he could get a bet- 
ter job. The only problem was this was 
shortly after the unfortunate Sept. 11 at- 
tacks, so my classmate signed up know- 
ing he would be sent to Iraq. 

I never saw that man again. I won- 
der what happened to him and to his 
daughter. I cannot remember his name, 
but I can still clearly see his face. He 
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had the tired look of a man who realizes 
he is out of options. I've seen that look 
many times before. 

Many soldiers come from the poor- 
est regions in the U.S. They come from 
places where college is unfathomable, 
and the only ticket out of there is paint- 
ed olive, drab green. 

These are people like my father, who 
proudly served his country for 20 years, 
but signed up for the job to escape the 
fate that awaited him at home. Choices 
are a luxury few can afford in the Appa- 
lachian Mountains of Kentucky, where 
one in five people lives below the pov- 
erty line. 

So, when I hear people scoff at the 
soldiers, saying they should know bet- 
ter or it was their choice to go to war, I 
get a little sick to my stomach. If you've 
never felt the crushing weight of pover- 
ty, you just don't understand. 

Sometimes, there is no other choice.

Would you 
imagine it comes straight 
from the official White 
House Web site? 

We all know officials in 

President Obama's White 

House don't like Fox 

News. During a "State of the Union" inter- 
view on CNN, Sunday, White House chief 
of staff Rahm Emanuel said, "It's not a 
news organization so much as it has a per- 
spective." 

Apparently Fox isn't "a legitimate news 
organization" because it doesn't toe the 
Obama line. MSNBC, CNN, The New York 
Times, etc. are legitimate news organiza- 
tions, it follows, because they aren't over- 
ly critical of the Nobel Prize award-winning 
Obama administration. 

What right does the White House have 
to decide what constitutes a news organiza- 
tion?

K-State vs. 
CU to be 
close game 



As the Big 12 Conference foot- 
ball season continues, the Col- 
legian will feature a weekly col- 
umn by a writer from the opposing 
school's publication. This week's 
column is by Cheng Sio of Colora- 
do's student newspaper, the CU In- 
dependent. 

I looked at my mirror before go- 
ing to bed on a chilly Wednesday 
evening, and I jokingly said to it, 
"Mirror, mir- 
ror on the 
wall, who will 
win this Sat- 
urday between 
the Colorado 
Buffaloes and 
the Kansas 
State Wild- 
cats?" 

The mirror 
cracked. 

I scratched 
my forehead 
and had a 

puzzled look on my face wondering 
why the mirror broke. Fifteen min- 
utes later, I stopped wondering and 
went to bed. Or so I thought. 

You probably wouldn't believe 
me, but I was met by spirits in my 
sleep. It felt like I was in my own 
production of Charles Dickens's 
1843 novel, "A Christmas Carol." It 
was creepy. 

The first spirit to fly through my 
bedroom window was CU sopho- 
more quarterback Tyler Hansen - 
the ghost of Buffaloes past. 

Hansen smiled and then, with 
the snap of his fingers, we were at 
last year's game between the two 
schools at Folsom Field. 

Hovering above the playing field, 
we watched Hansen burn his red- 
shirt late in the first quarter and en- 
gineer two second-quarter touch- 
down drives as the Buffs rallied to 
beat the Wildcats 14-13. 

It was great watching Hans- 
en juke, stiff-arm and lower his 
shoulder on his way to 86 rushing 
yards and a touchdown pass. As I 
watched in excitement, I remem- 
bered what took place the next 
game. Hansen started and the Buffs 
were embarrassed 58-0 by Missouri 
at Faurot Field in Columbia, Mo. 

I asked Hansen why history 
won't repeat itself. After all, he just 
wowed CU fans last Saturday in a 
thrilling 34-30 victory over then- 
undefeated Kansas in his first start 
of 2009. 

"I've definitely thought about 
that," Hansen said after Wednes- 
day's practice. "Last year, playing 
K-State, that was a real high. But 
then coming back against Missouri 
and that was really low. That was 
a horrible loss. It's definitely gone 
through my mind. 

"You got a whole week to pre- 
pare. You have to prepare the 
right way, you got to watch film, 
you got to watch practice, you got 
to get with the coaches and go 
over the game plan. I've been do- 
ing that. I feel like I'm prepared 
right now. The more you prepare, 
the more confident you're going 
to be on Saturday." 

Well, knowing Hansen is 
starting is better than not knowing 
if K-State will start junior Carson 
Coffman or senior Grant Gregory. 

When I returned to my bedroom, 
there was the Wildcats' head coach 
Bill Snyder - the ghost of coaches 
present - waiting. 

Snyder led me to the living room 
of my apartment. We watched me 
listening to Monday's Big 12 Media 
Teleconferences on Thursday night. 

A couple of reporters asked Sny- 
der various questions about the 
team's performance in its last two 
games. Texas Tech demolished the 
Wildcats 66-14 on Oct. 10, but In- 
state blasted Texas A&M 62-14 last 
Saturday. That's a 100-point swing. 

Unbelievable! 

"It probably tells us we're a lit- 
tle goofy, and we have no idea 
where we are or who we are," 
Snyder said Monday. 

Goofy? Is the great Bill Snyder 
coaching a bunch of Disney char- 
acters? Snyder said his team needs 
to handle prosperity better and ad- 
dressed the issue. 

"We talked about that immedi- 
ately after the Iowa State game, and 
we didn't respond well in our prep- 
aration and our play against Texas 
Tech," Snyder said Monday. "We re- 
visited the issue immediately after 
the Texas A&M game for the exact 
same reason. Everything is respon- 
sive, regardless of circumstances." 

To be honest, I'd rather have the 
Wildcats' "Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde" 
routine from game-to-game rath- 
er than the Buffs' half-to-half ver- 
sion. In its last three games, CU has 
blown a pair of 14-10 halftime leads 
and almost blew a 24-10 halftime 
lead against Kansas. The Wildcats' 
"Jekyll and Hyde" version is less

K-State to face No. 23 Baylor Saturday in Ahern

The K-State volleyball team is sched- 
uled to meet No. 23 Baylor Saturday 
night to round off the All-University 
Homecoming festivities. 

Baylor (17-4, 6-4 Big 12 Conference) 
is coming off a loss to the University 
of Oklahoma in the fifth set of a close 
match. The teams went back and forth 
in set wins, until Oklahoma claimed 
the match with a 15-12 score. 

The Wildcats (8-11, 2-7) picked up 
another exciting conference victory 
Wednesday night against the Univer- 
sity of Colorado. With strong perfor- 
mances from eight players, including a 
handful of new records, K-State took 
Colorado in Boulder, Colo., in four 
sets. Head coach Suzie Fritz spoke 
highly of her athletes. 

"Alex Muff had a breakthrough for 
her, which we were excited about," Fritz 
said. "Kelsey had a really nice night as 
well. But you don't get to do that un- 
less you are passing really well." 

And that is just what junior libero 
Lauren Mathewson did. On Wednes- 
day night, she earned her 11th en- 
try in the K-State record books with a 
new position at No. 9 for a career to- 



tal of 1,000 digs. This may not be the 
end of her record-breaking. With only 
26 more digs needed to claim No. 8, 
Mathewson, who has recorded over 20 
digs in 12 games in her career, could 
move up the list this season. Coach 
Fritz was happy with Mathewson's ac- 
complishment. 

"That's great," Fritz commented. 
"That's certainly a well deserved hon- 
or for her." 

Earlier this season, the Bears de- 
feated the Wildcats in Waco, Texas, in 
four sets. K-State leads the all-time se- 
ries 21-6, claiming 15 of the last 18 
meetings. K-State also has an impres- 
sive home field advantage, winning 
12 times and losing only twice against 
Baylor in Ahearn Field House. 

Sophomore libero Allison King will 
head the back row for Baylor with 
321 digs and 13 aces alongside ju- 
nior defensive specialist Caitlyn Trice, 
who has recorded 160 digs and 11 
aces this season. 

Up front, the leading senior outside 
hitter, Katie Sanders, with a team-high 
230 kills for .188 attack percentage, 47 
blocks and 218 digs, will work with ju- 
nior right-side hitter Ashlie Christen- 
son to break Baylor's three-game los- 
ing streak. 



Multiple players on K-State's side are 
planning to repeat their performances 
from their last win against Colorado. 
Mathewson, fresh off her new record, 
will add to her 299 digs in hopes of ad- 
vancing her rank. She will be joined by 
freshman defensive specialist Caitlyn 
Donahue, who has had strong show- 
ings recently. 

Freshman middle blocker Alex Muff 
will look to replicate her career-high 1 1 
kills in Boulder, Colo., with junior out- 
side hitter Vanessa Murray, who swung 
for double digits against Colorado and 
Baylor earlier this season. Senior mid- 
dle blocker Kelsey Chipman, netting 
16 kills for a .696 attack percentage 
against Colorado, will lead the front 
row with 194 kills for a .367 attack per- 
centage, 83 blocks and 17 aces. 

Coach Fritz said she was unhappy 
with her team's performance against 
Baylor earlier this season but was look- 
ing forward to a shot at redemption.

The match is set to begin at 7 p.m. in 
Ahearn Field House.

RAPPER LIL WAYNE ARRESTED 
ON WEAPONS CHARGE 

Dwayne Michael Carter Jr. 
"Lil Wayne" pleaded guilty to sec- 
ond-degree weapons possession 
charges Thurs- 
day in a New 
York courtroom. 
The plea bargain 
carries a sen- 
tence of up to a 
year in prison. 
Carter had pre- 
viously pleaded 
not guilty to the 
charges, which 
were filed after 

the New York Police Department 
found a .40 caliber handgun on 
Carter's tour bus in July 2007. But 
after the court ruled that DNA ev- 
idence found on the gun would be 
admissible, he opted to take the 
plea bargain. 

Carter is also facing a trial for 
felony drug possession and weap- 
ons charges in Arizona as the re- 
sult of another tour bus search in 
2008. In that case, his bus was re- 
portedly holding 105 grams of 
marijuana, 29 grams of cocaine, 
41 grams of ecstasy, drug para- 
phernalia and a handgun. 

Carter is now the second ma- 
jor rapper in the span of a year to 
be found guilty of weapons charg- 
es. Clifford Joseph Harris Jr. "T.I." 
is currently serving time after being 
sentenced to a year and a day in 
prison in March 2009 after plead- 
ing guilty to weapons charges. 
Carter will officially be sentenced 
in February; it is unclear wheth- 
er the guilty plea will affect the 
planned December 15 release of 
the rapper's oft-delayed Rebirth.

SPEARS SETTLES 2007 LAW 
SUIT 

Britney Spears has settled a 
lawsuit with a photographer who 
claimed she ran over his foot in 
2007. 

On Monday, 
a notice of settle- 
ment was filed in 
Los Angeles Su- 
perior Court, and 
while the terms 
of the agreement 
have not been re- 
leased, the pho- 
tographer, Ri- 
cardo Mendoza, 
had originally sought more than 
$200,000. 

The Oct. 2007 incident oc- 
curred as Spears was driving her 
white Mercedes out of a Beverly 
Hills parking garage. Earlier that 
day, a judge had temporarily sus- 
pended her rights to see her sons 
Preston, now 4, and Jayden, now 3. 

Mendoza, who was working 
for TMZ.com at the time, claimed 
the singer intentionally ran over 
his left foot and told the Web site 
Spears' personnel should have 
been aware she "was not in the 
mental, emotional and/or physi- 
cal condition to operate the sub- 
ject motor vehicle in a safe and 
reasonable manner." 

Since the incident, Spears 
has regained joint custody of her 
kids and has another hit song, "3," 
which just debuted at No. 1 on the 
Billboard Hot 100 chart.

SHAPE gives lecture to nearly empty room

The turnout was much low- 
er than expected at the Interna- 
tional Student Center Thursday 
evening where the Sexual Health 
Awareness Peer Educators held a 
sexual health educational forum. 
Three peer educators gave their 
presentation titled "Risky Behav- 
iors" to just one student. 

The Sexual Health Awareness 
Peer Educators (SHAPE) pro- 
vide students with the opportu- 
nity to learn about sexual health 
from their peers. 

Despite the turnout, the edu- 
cators gave their presentation as 
planned. It covered all aspects of 
what is considered risky behavior 
when engaging in sexual activity, 
and explained why the behaviors 
are risky and how to make them 
safer. 

A demonstration of the prop- 
er use of a condom was includ- 
ed, along with a cheap and effec- 
tive way to make dental dams at 
home using latex condoms. 

Peer educator Emily Sterk, se- 
nior in family studies and hu- 
man services, said there are 
three things to look for when us- 
ing a condom. She said it is im- 
portant to check for air pockets, 
which can indicate the condom 
has been tampered with, to make

sure the condom is made from la- 
tex and to always check the expi- 
ration date. 

"The number one reason con- 
doms don't work is because peo- 
ple don't use them right," said 
Deanna Coughlin, peer educator 
and senior in family studies. 

They also gave several alterna- 
tives for the use of latex condoms 
for those who are allergic to la- 
tex. The group stressed, through- 
out the presentation, the impor- 
tance of getting tested for sexual- 



ly transmitted diseases and know- 
ing the sexual history of a partner 
throughout the presentation. 

Coughlin said Lafene Health 
Center has testing at a discount- 
ed rate for students, along with 
the Riley County Health Depart- 
ment, which charges based on in- 
come. 

SHAPE, created in the mid- 
80s, originally focused on the 
teaching of HIV/AIDS informa- 
tion and was known as the Com- 
municable Disease Committee. 



Now, the group focuses on teach- 
ing all sexual health information 
and has since become an accred- 
ited class at K-State. 

The class teaches students all 
aspects of sexual health in-depth, 
and it helps students learn how 
to comfortably teach these topics 
to their peers. 

Jamie Williams, senior in wom- 
en's studies and the social chair 
of SHAPE, said the group does 
several presentations a week. 

The group speaks in front of 
all types of audiences, including 
residence halls, sororities, frater- 
nities and classes. The presenters 
agreed that the group has helped 
them become more comfortable 
with public speaking. 

Members of SHAPE like the 
idea that the group is run by stu- 
dents. Sterk said students are 
more comfortable talking about 
sex with people who are their 
own age, and they do not feel 
that they are being preached. 

"It's more casual with your 
peers," Williams added. 

Ahmad Suliman, graduate stu- 
dent in engineering who attended 
Thursday's forum, said he found 
the presentation helpful and liked 
that it was led by students. 

"We believe [the information] 
is all relevant," Coughlin said. 
"And it is applicable at some time 
in everyone's life." 



H1N1 | Pork industry hurt initially, sales bounce back

on this," Hesse said. 

He said H1N1 is actually re- 
ferred to as a human virus now, 
and the World Organization for 
Animal Health has classified it as 
a human virus that occasionally 
can get into pigs. 

Mike Tokach, professor in 
animal sciences and industry 
who specializes in swine nutri- 
tion, said many flu strains con- 
tain genes of avian and human, 
but the recent H1N1 strain had 
swine origin as well and as a re- 



sult, blame was placed on pigs. 

"It's so frustrating when we 
hear H1N1 called the swine flu," 
Tokach said. "It is in other spe- 
cies and there's not a high belief 
that it started in pigs." 

When news of the H1N1 vi- 
rus first emerged and became a 
top story, the pork industry was 
greatly affected. The decline in 
sales caused the industry to lose 
$2.5 million a day, according 
to the National Pork Producers 
Council. Several countries also 
put import bans on U.S. pork. 

Worried the recent news of 
the flu virus infecting American 



swine will have a similar impact, 
the National Pork Producers 
Council continues to stress to the 
public that pork is safe to eat. 

"People cannot contract any 
of these viruses from eating pork 
or any other meat," Tokach said. 

Sean Fox, professor of agri- 
cultural economics, said it does 
not seem recent news is having 
an impact at all on pork sales. 
He said there was a slight de- 
crease at first, but sales are al- 
ready back up. 

As far as protecting the health 
of swine populations, preven- 
tative steps are being taken.

Hesse said the best step to take 
is to keep sick people away from 
pigs. 

Researchers, while doing their 
best to stop the spread of the vi- 
rus among pig populations, have 
not panicked over the swine's re- 
cent infection with the virus. 

"Most of the experimental 
studies and most of the field ex- 
posure have reported that this is 
a pretty mild strain as far as pigs 
go," Hesse said. 

While the pigs will likely get 
sick, he said it will not be severe. 

"Will they recover and be fine 
to eat?" he said. "Absolutely."

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Four K-State architecture programs rank top- 10 nationally

KANSAS STATE COLLEGIAN 

The College of Architecture, 
Planning and Design at K- State 
has been successful, with four of 
the college's programs ranked in 
the top 10 in the nation. 

According to a 2009 Design- 
Intelligence and Design Futures 
Council survey, the bachelor of 
interior architecture/design pro- 
grams ranked first. 

Other ranked programs in- 
clude the master of interior archi- 
tecture/design, which was ranked 
second. The bachelor of land- 
scape architecture program was 
ranked second. The master of 
landscape architecture program 
was ranked eighth, and the mas- 
ter of architecture program was 
ranked 11th. 

"We have incredible facul- 
ty and staff that are dedicated to 
teaching design," said Tim de No- 
ble, dean of the college. "We have 
certain requirements for our stu- 
dents that are unique. Interna- 
tional study, internships, a prac- 
tice-centered paradigm - all are 
included within the requirements 
of an architecture student that 
make for a greater learning expe- 
rience." 

Established in 1963, the col- 
lege combined the Departments 
of Architecture, Landscape Ar- 
chitecture, Architectural Engi- 
neering Construction, Science, 
Interior Architecture and Region- 
al and Community Planning un- 
der one roof, according to the 
college's Web site. 

De Noble said combining these 
disciplines makes K-State's pro- 
gram one of the visionary design 
schools in the nation. 

"Since we have all the allotted 
design professions at the college, 
it really opens up many oppor- 
tunities in terms of significance," 
de Noble said. "Our students are 
then poised for design leadership 
skills." 

This semester, 739 students 
are enrolled in architecture pro- 
grams, according to the college's 
Web site. 

De Noble took over as dean of 
the college in July 2009. 

"I came here because of all the 
strengths that the school had to 
offer and because of all the as- 
pects the school had to offer," 
he said. "We are living in a time 
where people are becoming aware 
of our relationships with our en- 
vironment and realizing the ram- 
ifications of our actions and how 
the decisions we make about our 
environment affect us." 

De Noble said he has been vis- 
iting graduates in Dallas, Kansas 
City, Lawrence and Manhattan 
during his time here.

"Our recent graduates, despite 
the tough economic times, seem 
to have more job security than 
anyone else because of the educa- 
tion they have received," he said. 
"The alumni that we have real- 
ly branched out and have done 
some incredible and inventive 
things." 

De Noble said the department 
is headed in a new direction with 
the construction of the National 
Bio and Agro-Defense Facility in 
Manhattan. Graduate students in 
landscape architecture spent the 
summer developing visions for 
Manhattan's future. The research 
and planning strategies proposed 
by students will be available to 
Manhattan's planning depart- 
ment as it evaluates the coming 
changes. 

"This is an opportune time for 
our students to bring the planning 
and design skills they have shared 
with so many communities in our 
region home to Manhattan," said 
Stephanie Rolley, professor and 
head of the department of land- 
scape architecture/regional and 
community planning. "We know 
the question yet to be answered 
is what that change will look like 
and how our community will 
function in the future. The stu- 
dents have provided rich material 



for discussion." 

Students formed their own 
proposals to investigate the di- 
lemmas facing Manhattan and 
the region. 

"Manhattan can go in many 
different directions from this 
point, so we encouraged students 
to imagine a vast range of possi- 
bilities," said Jason Brody, assis- 
tant professor of landscape ar- 
chitecture/regional and commu- 
nity planning. "We really pushed 
them, and they did a phenomenal 
job developing visionary strate- 
gies. This studio work has the po- 
tential to influence the future of 
Manhattan." 

However, the construction of 
NBAF is not the only thing that 
the college is focused on. 

"As for the future of the College 
of Architecture, Planning and De- 
sign, we will continue to focus on 
sustained learning opportunities," 
de Noble said. "Design is a neces- 
sary principle for our society, we 
want to prepare our students for 
practice and design leadership." 

Some future plans for the col- 
lege include becoming much 
more engaged with other colleg- 
es, including the Colleges of Agri- 
culture and Business Administra- 
tion, to be more effective in de- 
sign leadership.

Fitzgerald tackles vocal leadership, earns respect

Senior defensive lineman Jeffrey 
Fitzgerald said he traditionally makes an 
effort to lead by example. With 2.5 sacks, 
a forced fumble and a fumble recovery 
during K-State's dismantling of Texas 
A&M on Saturday, he set the bar high. 

Like quarterback Grant Gregory, 
Fitzgerald has come into a position of 
leadership despite being in his first year 
on the field for the K-State football pro- 
gram. Fitzgerald said he worked hard 
in the off-season to prove himself to his 
teammates. 

He said having the respect in the lock- 
er room is a very big factor of leadership. 

"If players don't really respect you, 
they're not going to follow your leader- 
ship, so I just did my best to earn that," 
Fitzgerald said. 

He has tried recently to be more of a 
vocal leader than he had been previous- 
ly. However, he said if a quiet, "Come on, 
pick it up," into a player's ear motivates 
him to work harder, that is all that needs 




to be done. 

"It's hard to just flip the switch on be 
cause I don't believe in false hype, just go 
ing out there and yell- 
ing for no reason," 
Fitzgerald said. "It's 
more what you say 
than how you say it." 

A transfer from the 
University of Virgin- 
ia, where he was a 
unanimous choice for 
freshman All-Ameri- 
can and a season-long 
starter as a sopho- 
more, Fitzgerald leads 
K- State with seven 
tackles-for-loss. Those 
equate to over half a 
football field of nega- 
tive yardage for oppo- 
nents this season. 

A connection be- 
tween his coach at 
Virginia and former K-State head coach 
Ron Prince brought Fitzgerald to K-State. 
He said he enjoyed his time at Virginia 



and is also enjoying his time here. 

"I learned a lot from those coaches 
out there, which has allowed me to ele- 
^^^^^^^^^ vate my game and un- 
derstand the game a lot 
more," he said. 

Upon arriving at In- 
state, he did not know 
much about Coach Bill 
Snyder, he said. 

"I'd heard a little buzz 
about him," Fitzgerald 
said. "He has a very big 
reputation out here, and 
playing under him for 
just this short time, I re- 
ally understand why." 

Fitzgerald said Sny- 
der is a great coach and 
that he is excited to be 
playing for him right 
now. Known as the ar- 
chitect of the greatest 
turnaround in Division 
I football history, the change that Sny- 
der achieved in the program during his 
first stint as coach was reflected by the

recent back-to-back games against teams 
from Texas. 

Despite the excitement of the 62-14 
beat-down of Texas A&M, the team could 
not get complacent and quickly turned its 
attention to Colorado, safety Tysyn Hart- 
man said. 

Fitzgerald said Tyler Hansen, quarter- 
back of Colorado, is a mobile quarter- 
back. Because of this, the defense's fo- 
cus will be keeping him in the pocket and 
forcing him to throw, he said. Since Han- 
sen has the ability to make people miss, 
it will be necessary for multiple players to 
run to the ball, Fitzgerald said. 

"[We need to] mainly just do a good 
job staying in our rush lanes, not allow- 
ing him to see those creases and pockets 
where he could step up and cause more 
stress on our secondary," Fitzgerald said. 

Fitzgerald said that Hansen is very simi- 
lar to Jerrod Johnson of Texas A&M, whom 
the Wildcats intercepted three times on 
Saturday. However, he said he expected 
Hansen to try to get out and run more.

K-State staying level headed, preparing for Buffaloes

After dismantling the Texas A&M Ag- 
gies last Saturday, the K-State football 
team looks to improve to 4-0 at Sny- 
der Family Stadium with a homecoming 
matchup against the Colorado Buffaloes 
Saturday at 11:30 a.m. 

The Wildcats (4-3, 2-1 Big 12 Confer- 
ence) face the Buffaloes (2-4, 1-1 Big 12 
Conference), who, after a disappoint- 
ing non-conference showing, stunned 
the Kansas Jayhawks last Saturday to 
move to 1-1 in the conference and mud- 
dle the Big 12 North race. Colorado lost 
its other Big 12 game, a 38-14 loss at 
Texas. Despite moving to the top of the 
conference standings this week and or- 
chestrating a dramatic turnaround af- 
ter a lopsided loss to Texas Tech, head 
coach Bill Snyder is telling his team to 
stay level-headed. 

"You have to put the past behind you 
in order to focus on the next game," Sny- 
der said. "There's not really a lot of time 
to think about what happened the previ- 
ous game because you have one day to 
process the emotions that come with ei- 
ther a win or a loss. So it is very impor- 
tant for myself and the rest of the coach- 
ing staff to keep our players focused on 



the task at hand." 

Senior quarterback Grant Grego- 
ry, the presumed starter for this week's 
matchup, echoed Snyder's thoughts on 
not getting too high or too low. 

"It starts with Coach Snyder because 
he has been in every situation imagin- 
able as a coach," Gregory said. "So he is 
a very even-keeled person, and we try to 
feed off him in that aspect." 

While the Wildcats will be favored in 
the game against the Buffaloes, the team 
is not taking the challenge lightly. While 
the Buffaloes' 2-4 record reflects some 
underachievement this season, Snyder 
and the Wildcats will focus on them as 
they do every week. Snyder is especial- 
ly concerned with the recent quarter- 
back switch from Cody Hawkins to Ty- 
ler Hansen. 

"He has the ability to make big plays at 
any point in the game," Snyder said. "He 
is very elusive. You might think that you 
have him trapped, and before you know 
it he has slipped away and has made a big 
play. The Colorado coaching staff doesn't 
want him to stay in the pocket. He has 
the ability to hurt you with both the run 
and the pass, so that presents numerous 
problems to a defense."

ers, which include three 
sophomores and a pair of 
juniors, have allowed 16 
sacks and 36 tackles for 
negative yardage this sea- 
son. This is good news for a 
K- State defensive front sev- 
en that sacked Aggie quar- 
terback Jerrod Johnson a 
season-high six times last 
weekend. 

Secondary: The Buffalo 



defensive backs have had 
problems creating turnovers 
in 2009. Colorado has only 
recorded four interceptions 
while allowing a 61.9 com- 
pletion percentage, which 
ranks 11th in the Big 12. 
This could give K-State's 
passing attack, which ranks 
dead last in the conference, 
a good opportunity to in- 
crease its season averages.

The loss to Texas Tech 
must have lit a match un- 
der the Wildcats, because 
the team was on fire 
against Texas A&M. 

K-State went on to 
rout the Aggies 62-14 in a 
stunning upset. 
Daniel Thom- 
as may not have 
reached the 100- 
yard rushing 
mark, but he did 
have four rush- 
ing touchdowns 
to lead the team. 

The Wild- 
cats used all of 
their options 
last week, taking 
out senior quar- 
terback Grant 
Gregory in the third 
quarter and putting ju- 
nior quarterback Car- 
son Coffman under cen- 
ter. However, Coffman 
struggled to keep the 
train moving as Snyder 
called off the dogs late in 
the game with Coffman 
throwing for only 45 
yards. Gregory finished 
with 147 yards passing 
and one touchdown. 

The 500-yard averag- 
ing Texas A&M offense 
accumulated just 301, 
while the Wildcats fin- 
ished with 424. Uzoma 
Nwachukwu led the Ag- 
gies with 136 yards and 
two touchdowns. 

Brandon Banks only 
had 60 yards receiving, 
but his 96 yard kickoff 
return for a touchdown 
ignited the crowd. His 
return for a touchdown 
should put him in good 
company as one of the 
most dangerous players 
in the NCAA. 

I think this was a sur- 
prising victory for the 
Wildcats and I don't 
think many people ex- 
pected them to win. I es- 
pecially didn't think they 
would score as many 
points as they did or play 
a shutout through the 
first half. 

Next up for K- State is 
Colorado who is com- 
ing off an outstanding 
victory against Kansas. 
The Buffaloes made the

Colorado has had 
some problems this year, 
losing two ear- 
ly non confer- 
ence games at 
the beginning of 
the season. The 
original starter 
at quarterback, 
Cody Hawkins, 
has been incon- 
sistent throw- 
ing for more 
than 1,000 yards 
and nine touch- 
downs, but also 
throwing nine in- 
terceptions. 

After their victory 
against Kansas, they may 
look to go with Tyler 
Hansen again at quarter- 
back. Hansen didn't have 
a tremendous game, but 
threw for 175 yards and a 
touchdown. 

The Buffaloes have 
also used a mix of run- 
ning backs including 
Rodney Stewart, who has 
418 yards and five touch- 
downs. 

With Colorado's victory 
against the Jayhawks, they 
moved up to second in the 
Big 12 North behind In- 
state and tied with Kan- 
sas and Nebraska. 

If the Wildcats plays 
how they did against 
the Aggies, they are sure 
to win against Colora- 
do and boost their con- 
fidence for the Kan- 
sas game next month. 
They need to get Dan- 
iel Thomas back in the 
game plan because Colo- 
rado has allowed an av- 
erage of 140 yards on the 
ground. Still undefeat- 
ed at home, I think the 
Wildcats can continue 
their success. Look for 
K-State's offense to prog- 
ress and pull out a 38-14 
victory.

Of course, Colora- 
do is not the only team 
to make a quarterback 
change midseason. Sny- 
der has stuck with Greg- 
ory as the starter since 
he made the change 
against Iowa State and 
continues to say he is 
making progress. 

"I think that [Grego- 
ry] has made some sig- 
nificant improvements, 
but I also think that he 
has some issues that 
have to get cleaned up," 
Snyder said. "Those is- 
sues may be associated 
with his inexperience in 
our system but that will 
come with time. But I 
thought that he played 
well against Texas A&M 
and hopefully he can 



continue to improve 
over the course of the 
season." 

Also improving for the 
Wildcats was the play 
of the defense. Time of 
possession and control- 
ling the line of scrim- 
mage will be important 
points for both teams. 
Jeffrey Fitzgerald and 
the rest of the defen- 
sive line will need to put 
pressure on Hansen and 
force him into poor de- 
cisions, something they 
did last week against 
Texas A&M particular- 
ly well. 

"All the hard work fi- 
nally came through for 
us on Saturday," Fitzger- 
ald said. "We continu- 
ally worked on being a 
better team, especially 
on the defensive side."

The Wildcat offense 
showed it has the poten- 
tial to score points in large 
numbers last week against 
Texas A&M. However, 
they have also shown all 
season that inconsistency 
is a big problem. The Wild- 
cats were efficient on of- 
fense, especially at the line 
of scrimmage, with running 
back Daniel Thomas scor- 
ing four touchdowns. The 
Wildcats also benefited 
from a short field on most 
drives. Time of possession 
will be an important statis- 
tic for the Wildcats against 
Colorado. Neither offense 
is particularly efficient, 
which could make for an 
ugly game, similar to last 
year's 14-13 loss. 



The Colorado Buffaloes 
were efficient last week 
in their defeat of Kansas 
at home. Their quarter- 
back, Tyler Hansen, has 
played well after replacing 
Cody Hawkins in the start- 
ing lineup. Hansen brings 
to the table more mobil- 
ity, with the opportuni- 
ty to use his feet to stifle 
the Wildcat defense. Last 
season, Hansen split time 
with Hawkins at quarter- 
back, similar to the way 
Grant Gregory and Carson 
Coffman are splitting time 
for the Wildcats now. The 
Buffaloes also have a qual- 
ity running back in Rod- 
ney Stewart, who is aver- 
aging more than 80 yards 
per game. 



The K-State defense 
shined last week in a sur- 
prising turnaround, giving 
up no meaningful points 
in the game, with the sec- 
ond unit giving up just two 
touchdowns to the high- 
scoring Aggie offense. The 
defensive line stepped up 
and put pressure on the 
opposing quarterback all 
game long, forcing him into 
errant throws and three in- 
terceptions. The Wildcats 
will need to do their best 
to contain Buffalo quarter- 
back Tyler Hansen, who is 
known for his abilities as a 
mobile quarterback. Limit- 
ing big plays and control- 
ling the line of scrimmage 
will be key to a Wildcat 
victory Saturday. 



The Buffalo defense has 
given up large amounts of 
points in every game so far 
this season. Colorado op- 
ponents have averaged 30 
points per game, including 
a 54-point loss to Toledo. In 
addition, the defense is giv- 
ing up nearly 400 yards of 
offense to opposing teams. 
Colorado does boast a sol- 
id defensive line, with 17 
sacks so far this season, 
with five of those 17 com- 
ing against the Kansas Jay- 
hawks last week. The Buffa- 
lo secondary has been large- 
ly unproductive, coming up 
with only four interceptions 
through the first six games. 
The secondary will need to 
protect against big plays by 
the Wildcats.

The Wildcat special 
teams have performed ad- 
mirably in the past few 
weeks, with each game 
bringing improvement to 
the table. Kick return- 
er Brandon Banks has 
done especially well, tak- 
ing a kickoff 96 yards for 
a touchdown, his third of 
the year. In addition, Josh 
Cherry has shown im- 
provement and has had 
fewer pressure-filled situa- 
tions in recent weeks. 



The Buffalo special 
teams have been average 
this season. Against Tex- 
as, they gave up two spe- 
cial teams touchdowns on 
punt plays, while netting 
only 31 yards on punts all 
season. They have fared 
well blocking kicks, with 
three blocked kicks on the 
season. Their return game 
has been decent, and they 
have held opposing teams' 
returners to just 16 yards 
on kickoffs.

Buffaloes have not had 
the season they were 
hoping for. I would 
guess head coach Bill 
Snyder will have the 
Wildcats prepared for 
a physical game that 
will be won or lost at 
the line of scrimmage. 
In the end, Colorado 
makes too many mis- 
takes and will fall to 
the Wildcats.
